The arrogance of those United States 
senators, who have hysterically threatened 
that the spy charges’ against British 
atomic expert Dr. K. E. J, Fuchs should 
put an end to the British-Canadian-Ameri- 
can atomic partnership, goes too far to be 
tolerable. 

For the past two or three years, the 
United States has been trying innumer- 
able government officials for allegedly 
selling atomic information to Russia. 
Even a former vice-president of the United 
States has been informally charged with, 
not only handing over information to Rus- 
sia, but actually supplying Russia with 
materials for atomic fission. 

But now that one single British scien- 
tist has become suspect, the frantic cry 
goes up to the effect that Britain has be- 
trayed civilization and that the United 
States must cut Britain and Canada out 
the atomic defence program. 

The personal feeling of a great many 
British persons and institutions, includ- 
ing this newspaper, is that the British 
government was guilty of gross folly in

British Exports Face 


Unfair Discrimination 


The other day, a commentator 
on the BBC asked a pointed 
question, He agreed that Britain 
needed to export more goods in 


order to secure dollars with 
which to buy Canadian and Am- 
erican produce, 

He agreed Britain must make a 
supreme effort to balance her 
trade. He said she was trying 
and had, for exampfe, bid on the 
installation of generating equip- 
ment in Seattle. The British bid 
was about $200,000 less than those 
submitted by suppliers on this 
continent. Yet the British bid 
was refused because, he claimed, 
the authorities were subjected to 
local pressure to favor American 
producers, 

The question he asked was very 
simple. He wanted to know how 
Britain was supposed to get those 
dollars we think she should earn 
to buy our produce if we block 
her attempts to sell even when 
she is ready to sell far below our 
own prices. 

This illustration referred to an 
American transaction, yet the im- 
plications affect Canada as well. 

There is certainly no need for 
us to go overboard to the extent 
of buying British goods which we 
do not need, There is no reason 
why we should pay Britain ex- 
orbitant prices for those goods 
which we could use. But is there 
any possible excuse for deliberat- 
ely blocking British sales of those 
goods which we can use and 
which are offered at a fair price? 
Britain wants to sell to us so she 
can keep on buying from us 


It Works 
Both Ways 


If Britain makes the effort to 
send over goods we should cer- 
tainly make it possible for her to 
sell them. If we are going to 
block every effort she makes we 
certainly cannot afford to com- 
plain if she, in turn, blocks our 
efforts to sell our farm produce 
to her. 

As one who has never favored 
handing Britain bargains, ac the 
expense of our farmers, without 
obtaining some reciprocal trade 
benefit for our farmers, I think 
it is equally wrong to expect 
Britain to buy from our farmers 
unless we afford her the oppor- 
tunity of selling to us. 

There is no way of knowing 
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how many deals have been 
wrecked because of local pres- 
sure against the purchase of 
British imports, But we do know 
these British imports must still 
surmount a stiff tax and tariff 
barrier, before they can reach 
our parkets, We should realize 
this barrier is in effect a barrier 
against the export of our grain, 
cattle and eggs. 

Britain sells automobiles in 
Canada, but the price paid by the 
Canadian customer bears little 
resemblance to the lald down 
price of those cars on our shores. 
The Canadian Government adds 
a stiff tax that serves to reduce 
the number of cars that could be 
sold, That is only one example of 
what is stopping the purchase of 
British goods. We might just as 
well impose an export tax upon 
our agricultural produce jn order 
to prevent it being exported as 
continue our policy of taxing 
imports so heavily. 


Concern for 
Future Sales 

At this very moment Canadian 
leaders, and particularly Cana- 
dian farm leaders, are worried 
about the future sales of Cana- 
dian farm produce, It is an im- 
portant {tem in our export cotals, 
Food products, which are farm 
products, represent more than 60 
per cent of Canadian exports to 
Britain, Farm produce represents 
$2,409,165,000 in Canada’s total 
income, This is too important 
an item to be trifled with, Yet, 
though we are worried about the 
farm future we make no move 
to remove the existing trade bar- 
riers which would give farm 
produce a better chance to main- 
tain its value in our economy. 

Our trade with Britain is far 
smaller than our trade with the 
United States. Canada could sur- 
vive with even less British trade. 
But Canada could not maintain 
anything like her existing stand- 
ards {f this British trade should 
collapse and western Canada 
would receive a shattering blow 
{f our farm produce was not 
saleable 

It is time we faced the situa- 
tion. We cannot hope to maintain 
Satisfactory trade relations unless 
we are prepared to pull down 
some of the barriers and permit 
trade to continue.

selection and management pro 
grams for these animals 
IMPROVEMENT 

Before improvement work was 
Carried on here, the lack of com- 
petent instruction and inspection 
Was noticeable in the production of 
the anima and in their back 
gkround. These factors were most 
noticeable in herds and herd re- 


production where a descending 
rate of breed types were prominent 

In 1938 Alberta’s milk production 
per cow was less than the average 


of all cows in Canada. Since that 
time and since the inauguration of 
breeding improvement systems, the 
average milk yield per cow has ex- 
ceeded the Canadian average every 
year 

Just before the turn of the cent- 
ury there were 3,000 dairy cattle in 
this province. The increase in 
herds and in herd size since that 
time has proved conclusively that 
dairy farming in Alberta is a promi 
nent factor in our economy
